Bucks County Juvenile Court Is Closed To Public 
For Sake Of Protecting Youthful Delinquents

By March 31 approximately 70 boys will have 
faced our judges in county juvenile court for of­ 
fenses ranging from truancy to sizeable burglaries. 
At this writing, 47 boys, arrested as delin­ 
quents, have faced county judges for disposition 
of their cases since Jan. 1. The remainder of the 
70 are waiting to go before the judges. 
The total makes the first three months of 1957 
the worst period in county history for juvenile of­ 
fenses (at least, in the number of offenses com­ 
mitted.). 
In practically every case, newspapers tell of 
the youths’ arrests, of their crimes, and that 
they 
are sent to the county Juvenile Detention Home at 
Edison (near Doylestown), 
What happens after that is seldom, if ever, re­ 
ported. There is a reason. 
To get an answer, this reporter received special 
perm ission from President Ju d g e Edward G. Biester 


and Robert Shields, county juvenile officer to at­ 
tend a session of juvenile court held over a three- 
day period last week. 
Ordinarily, juvenile court is closed to the press 
and public. Proceedings are kept out of print, and 
the hearings are held in strictest privacy. 


To Prevent Branding 


One excellent reason has been advanced for 
the non-public hearings . . . to keep the youths’ 
names quiet in order to avoid the stigma of being 
publicly branded as “ juvenile delinquent" or “ young 
criminal.'” 
After hearing the problems some of the young 
teenagers face, and partially seeing the emotional 
disturbances they already have, this reporter can 
readily understand how a public brand of “ delin­ 
quent” might well permanently turn them against 
society. 
I can see, too. how publicity might shock others 
into behaving, particularly those youngsters from 
“ good families.” 
With one other-observation, made bv thhr-re=- 


potter and shared by some courthouse officials, 
we’ll consider the procedure of juvenile court. The 
observation is a search for understanding as to why 
some 
youngsters, 
considering 
their 
family 
and 
neighborhood environment, don’t appear in criminal 
court sooner and oftener than they do . . . and why 
some children, with excellent family backgrounds, 
appear there at all. 
Perhaps consideration of some of the cases, 
minus names and communities, will clarify 
the 
question somewhat. 


Behind Closed Doors 


Most boys are brought into juvenile court on 
charges of burglary, larceny and motor vehicle vio­ 
lations, with the preponderance of cases running in 
the above order. 
Their cases are usually heard behind closed 
doors in the ju d g e ’s chambers or the law library, 
both of which are in the county courthouse. 
The proceedings are not so stiff and formal as 
in the regular courtroom; and, us uallyr^the main 


purpose is not to determine that a crime was com­ 
mitted but to find out why the crime was committed. 
In the words of Judge Biester, judges try to get 
“ the feel of the case" before imposing an order (the 
word “sentence” is inappropriate in that it implies 
criminal punishment. If boys arc sent home or away 
to a school, it’s because juvenile officers and judges 
feel they can best be helped that way, and schools 
mean training . . . not punishment'. 
Getting the “ feel” of a case involves talking 
at length to parents, to the youngsters, and to pro­ 
bation and prosecuting officers. It involves getting 
the picture of a boy’s environment and behaviour to 
determine whether he will be best helped,by special 
training at a school (the same consideration is given 
girls) or whether, with a probation hanging over 
him. he will behave and benefit from his experience 
if allowed to stay at home. 
In most cases, the youth is allowed to return 
home, because, in the judge’s and probation officer's 
opinion, he can better be rehabilitated at home.
